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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-7, 9-27, 29-36 and 38-45 were pending. Claims 39 and 45 were 
canceled. Accordingly, claims 1-7, 9-27, 29-36, 38 and 40-44 are now pending. Various 
editorial amendments have been made merely for stylistic purposes, unless otherwise discussed 
below. 

Cl aims 1-7, 9-27, 29-36, 38 and 40-44 were rejected under 35 USC §251 as being 
based upon a defective reissue declaration. In response, the undersigned asserts that the 
previously filed oath/declaration on March 7, 2006 satisfies the Examiner’s request. In the 
present office action, the Examiner requests language similar to the following language: 

Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue 
application, and is not covered by a prior oath/declaration 
submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intent on 
the part of the applicant. (Office Action, p.2.) 

It is asserted that the oath/declaration filed on March 7, 2006, and attached as an 
appendix to this response, includes the requested language. In particular, the oath/declaration is 
based upon a PTO form: PTO/3B/51 (07-03) and states: 

All errors corrected in this reissue application arose without any 
deceptive intention on the part of the applicant. 3/7/06 
oath/declaration, p. 4 and 5. 

Accordingly, the rejection is respectfully traversed as the reissue oath/declaration 
is not defective. 

The undersigned thanks the Examiner for early indication of allowance of claims 
1-7, 9-17 and 40-45. 

Claims 18-36, 38 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a). In light of the 
amendments to the claims and the comments below, it is believed that these claims are now 
allowable. 

As noted by the Examiner, it was agreed in the interview that the limitation “each 
of different levels of detail for representing the object is pseudorandomly associated with the one 
of said sample locations,” was a limitation not disclosed in the prior art. In response to the 
rejections under 35 USC § 103(a), various claims have been amended in light of the above 
understanding. More particularly, claim 18 was amended to have many of the same limitations 
as claim 1, which was allowed. 
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Claim 1, for example, recites, among other things: 

associating with each of said sample locations one of said plurality 
of different representations, wherein each of said plurality of 
different representations is pseudorandomly associated with one of 
said sample locations: (emphasis added.) 



and claim 18, as amended, now recites, among other things: 

code that directs the processor associate with each of said sample 
locations one of said plurality of different representations, wherei n 
each of said plurality of different representations is 
pseudorandomly associated with one of said sample locations ; 
(emphasis added.) 



Further, the limitation of claim 45 was added to claim 29. 

In light of the above, it is asserted that claims 18 and 29 are now in condition for 

allowance. 

Claims 19-27, dependent upon claim 18, are also asserted to be allowable for at 
least the same reasons as claim 18, and more specifically, for the specific limitations they recite. 

Claims 30-36 and 38, dependent upon claim 29, are also asserted to be allowable 
for at least the same reasons as claim 29, and more specifically, for the specific limitations they 
recite. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants believe all claims now pending in this 
Application are still in condition for allowance. The issuance of a formal revised Notice of 
Allowance at an early date is respectfully requested.
